MOSCOW, Oct. 1 (AP).—The 
“most decisive moment” in the 
battle of Stalingrad was officially 
reported at hand today and the 
Russian defenders counterattacked 
‘both northwest and southwest of 
the Volga River city in response 
to a telephoned order from Pre- 
mier Stalin to stand firm. Both 
sides were throwing. reinforce- 
ments into the battle, 


The counter-offensive strokes on 
the wings of the constricted front 


evidently were designed*to wipe 
out or offset a new wedge driven 
into the northwestern flank by a 
fresh German tank division, as 
acknowledged in the Soviet mid- 
night communique, 

Even with the arrival of that 
panzer division and two fresh in- 
fantry divisions, th¢€ Nazis seemed 
unable to deal the decisive blow. 
At the same time Volga boatmen 
were keeping communications open 
across the river, moving up Rus- 
sian reserves under fierce enemy 
air attacks. 


Reds Gain In Two Areas. 


The noon communique reported 
Axis forces had been dislodged 
from one village at the south- 
western . outskirts of Stalingrad, 
and the army newspaper Red Star 
said that in that southern sector 
three settlements had been re- 
captured, with Rumanian troops 
thrown into panic in one place. 

Another height was seized in 
‘the Russian relief attacks north- 
west of Stalingrad, where several 
Axis divisions were reported mass- 
ing in support of the assault on 
the city. already estimated to be 
employing as many as 600,000 of 
Adolf Hitler’s troops. 

Captured railways helped the 
Germang in the transport of men 
and supplies. 

At least 15,000 Germans have 
been killed at Stalingrad in the 
last week of the battle now in 
its thirty-eighth day, the Moscow 
radio reported. 

“The situation remains serious,” 
it was added, “but the city’s de- 
fenders are determined to fight to 
the last drop of blood for every

WASHINGTON. Oct. 1 (AP).— 
The Office of Price Administration 
froze today the sale of used tires 


and tubes pending completion of a 
new rationing program governing 
these articles. Present regulations 
control use of new and recapped 
tires. 

To conserve tires already in use, 
a wartime speed limit of 385 miles 
an hour for privately-owned auto- 
mobiles went in effect today 
throughout the United States. En- 
forcement methods. varied from 
strict penalties in some states to 
appeals of patriotism in others. 

The used-tire freeze order will 
be lifted, OPA said, when a ration- 
ing system is completed to permit 
sale to certificate holders. Recap- 
ping has been hampered under the 
present rationing program, it 
added, because of a shortage of né- 
‘cappable carcasses, f 

OPA said it was “important ‘to 
have available for rationing, not 
only the mileage that is represented 
by used tires with good tread thick- 
nesses still remaining, but also the 
supply of recappable carcasses 
which are the starting point of any 
successful recapping program.” 

Complaints Cited. 

There has been a growing volume 
of complaints that car operators 
who get recapping certificates are 
unable to use them because their 
Own casings are not fit for recap- 
ping, and there is no well-organized 
market where they can buy suitable 
carcasse, OPA explained. 

The freeze order granted excep- 
tions with regard to transfers by 
both consumer and dealer. 

OPA said it would permit sale to 
a consumer of an automobile 
equipped with used tires and allow 
an automobile dealer to shift 
mounted used tires among his cars, 
However, used tires that were 
part of a dealer’s unmounted stock 
as of yesterday may not be 


mounted on the deaiers’ cars dur- 


ing the freeze period.

1, All scrap metal should be 
placed in a corner of the school 
yard most accessible for joading 
on a dealer’s truck, 

2. Scrap metal is any type of 
metal except tin cans. Old water 
buckets, wash tubs, wash boilers, 
bed springs and the like are 
acrap metal. 

8. Children are advised not to 
bring articles which are still 
usable and would have to be re- 
placed. — 

4. There will be no school holi- 
day set aside for gathering ecrap. 

However, it is permissible for 
pupils to leave the building un- 
der the direct supervision of a 
teacher during school hours for 
the purpose of getting in the 
ecrap. 

5. Stickers will be provided 
“for each household contributing 
scrap. These are in two sect- 
_ tions—the top section says the 
householder has the scrap ready, 
and the bottom section that it 
has been Collected. The bottom 
section is given out only after 
the scrap has been moved to a 
school yard or dealer’s sorting 
yard. 

6. In case a householder do- 
nates an article which has resale 
value it should be broken or mu- 
tilated in such a manner that it 
is good for strap only.

Why Scrap Collection Is Needed; 
Perplexing Questions Answered 


Q. Why does the war effort re-

A, That Would mean the Gov- 
ernment would have to duplicate 
all the man power, equipment and 
know-how of the men who are the 
regular handlers, It takes skill and 
big expensive equipment to sort 
and cut up scrap metal, The regu-

lar junkmen and scfap yard men 
are doing their part, under Gov- 
ernment price regulations, They 
have to eat, jist dike the workers 
who make airplanes.

Q. I see big heaps of rusting 
metal in fields, which no one seems 
to be doing anything about, Why? 

A. If you are 100 per cent pa- 
triotic, you will tell your local 
scrap headquarters about every 
such accumulation of scrap you 
know about, and if you are really 
out to win this War, you will find 
out who owns it, see if they won't 
contribute it, then see if you your- 
self can’t find someone with a 
truck and get out there and get 
it.

Getting all 
the scrap in that is needed—need- 
ed to save lives of our soldiers and

If he should get back to the 
window before sale was stopped he 
might be spotted by men who were 
put there to watch for repeaters. 
No communication relating to 
ticket sales was received by the 
Cardinals’ management from Com- 
missioner Kenesaw M, Landis, it 
was stated. 

A letter was sent to Landis to- 
day by H. W. Riehl, general man- 
ager of the Better Business Bu- 
réau, asserting that the distribu- 
tion of tickets has caused “bitter 
criticism,” and that “there is a 
persistent rumor that unusually 
large numbers of tickets are in 
the hands of scalpers.” This re- 
ferred to reserved seat tickets. 
The letter went on to recite that 
many business firms had been un- 
able. to obtain tickets for their 
customers, and that sored ~-had 
been obliged to pay exorbitant 
prices to scalpers or disappoint 
guests whom they had invited or 
encouraged to come here.

Fire swept through the wooden 
administration building of a new 
11 million dollar Government proj- 
ect being constructed for Scullin 
Steel Co. at 6703 Southwest ave- 
nue today, causing damage esti- 
mated at $20,000 to the building 
and contents, _ . 

The U-shaped wooden structure, 
all office equipment and records 
were lost in the blaze. The build- 
ing housed the clerical forces and 
supervisors of the H. B. Deal Co., 
Inc., construction contractors, and 
the Defense Plant Corporation, a 
Government agency.

The midnight communique said 
that garrison forces which had 
held firmly since Nasi shock 
troops wedged into Stalingrad’s in- 
dustrialized northwestern suburbs 
Monday were finally pressed back 
in one sector by the weight of 
added armor. A heavy payment 
was exacted in men and machines, 
it asserted. 

“In these battles,” the com- 
munique said, “15 enemy tanks, 16 
motor vehicles and two mortar bat- 
teries were destroyed and about 
two battalions of enemy infantry 
were annihilated.” 

Reds Retake Building. — 
A dispatch said fights raged for 
a large building in northwest 
Stalingrad, and when the Russians 
finally re-occupied it at the end of 
the day, they found 160 Germans 
dead inside. 

German automatic riflemen who 
struck at counterattacking Soviet 
infantrymen on the steppes north- 
west of the city were reported 
routed with a loss of 100 dead and 
two of their supporting tanks.

The visitors contented 
themselves with throwing practice 
until the St. Louis team surrend- 
ered the tield. - 


Bleacher Gates Closed, 


The bleacher gates were closed 
at 11:15 a. m., but there were still 
seats in the pavilion at 12:30 p. m., 
despite the fact that about 50 
bleacher-sitters gained more choice 
seats in the pavilion by slipping 
through a loose place in the screen 
separating the two sections, 

At noon about 800 persons were 
in the standing room positions in 
the upper grandstands. Many of 
them, however, had improvised 
seats by buying bottle cases for an 
average-of 35 cents each, They 
padded these with.rented cushions 
and, with a rail to lean against, 
had comfortable seats. 

One of the loudest noises of yés- 
terday’s game—the voice of a burly 
man in the bleachers—was absent 
today. Yesterday he could be 
heard above the crowd ribbing 
Pitcher Ruffing.. He was present 
again today, but he was silent. 
Concession Business Brisk. 


The 282 employes of the conces- 
sion department were doing a heavy 
business today after selling to yes- 
terday’s crowd 35,000 hot dogs, 30,- 
000 bottles of soda and about 35,000 
souvenirs, such as pennants, small 
baseball] bats and Cardinal pins. 
The largest number of score cards 
ever sold here—19,000—was distrib- 
uted yesterday. Previous record 
wags 17,000, 
Forty-five minutes before game 
time the stands were a little more 
than half full. There was sporadic 
cheering when the Yanks, still en- 
gaged in their’ warmup, fired an 
occasional - ball into the outer 
stands. 
There were not more than half 
as many people waiting in line for 
bleacher and pavilion seats today, 
as compared with yesterday, but 
at that, about 3000 were on hand 
when the gates opened at 7:45 
a.m. The bleachers filled rapidly, 
and two hours after the gates 
opened virtually all of the 3900 
seats were taken. 
But although the *rowd was 
smaller, it was more noisy, with 
bursts of community singing, cow 
bells and several self-appointed en- 
tertainers, 
A comedy touch was furnished 
by Byrne Klein, 45-year-old Pull- 
man Car Co. painter, of Affton, 
who continued, after entering the 
bleachers, to wear the white suit 
of long underwear which he pulled 
over his outer garments before 
settling down in the waiting line 
on Sullivan avenue last night. The 
costume caused some questioning 
by, policemen, who did not under- 
stand at first that the undies were 
being worn over conventional coat 
and trousers. 
On entering the bleachers, Klein 
did not seek a seat at once, but 
escorted women, preferably young 
women, to seats. His garb em- 
barrassed some of them, but one 
earnest woman with horn-rimmed 
glasses asked for his autograph, 
which he gave proudly. 

Before entering, Klein disposed 


persons who had been waiting on 
Dodier street rushed in for stand- 
ing room. A majority of them took 
seats on steps for the wait until 
game time at 1:30 p. m. 


Home-Town Night Watch. 


The night watch, less numerous 
than that of the night before, and 
more local in its composition, ex- 
tended around three sides of the 
park at daybreak.

Sugar Substitutes Plus Small 
Amount for Flavor Do 
Trick. 


A jar brimming with delicious 
cookies, and not too far out of 
reach of chubby little hands, is a 
source of active energy. Sugar 
rationing has not changed the 
eating habits and needs of wee 


folk.. They are as active as ever 
and like cookies for their between- 
meal snack. 

Homemakers who have been 
concerned with stretching the 
sugar ration to allow for a batch 
of cookies every now and then 
will be glad to have the follow- 
ing recipes for their kitchen files.

These 
cookies for all their sweetness re- 
quire but one-fourth cup of sugar 
for over six dozen two-inch cook- 
jes, enough to fill any ordinary 
cookie jar. 

Mothers everywhere are inter- 
ested in providing enough of the 
B-vitamins for their families, Pea- 
nut Butter Cookies made from 
vitamin-B rich peanut butter and 
enriched flour introduce the B- 
family to the cookie jar in a most 
delicious manner, 

No cookie recipe file would be 
complete without a chocolate 
cookie.

Natural Foods Properly. Cook- 


ed Supply Many of These. 
’ Needed Elements. 


Everyone needs vitamins to build 
a healthy body and to keep fit and 
strong. The most natural way to 
get them is by eating the proper 
food, eating enough of it and eat- 
ing it regularly. , 

The farm is the greatest vitamin 
factory on earth. It produces good 
food which contains vitamins in 
their natural forms. A farm’s vita- 
min assembly line runs from the 
ground up to the finished product 
which reaches our tables. 

Need for Vitamins, 

For our health’s sake we should 
be well acquainted with vitamins 
A, B, C and D, and know what 
they can do for us. Each has its 
own value; we need them all to 
help our bodies grow or to keep 
them in good condition. Very small 
amounts of vitamins handle big 
jobs. : 

Vitamin A could be called by a 
war nickname, the “blackout vita- 
min.” It is beneficial to the eyes, 
is needed for normal eyesight in 
dim light. When you have too little 
vitamin A you may have what is 
known as night blindness—that is, 
you cannot adjust your eyes quick- 
ly from bright lights to darkness. 
If you have serious night blindness 
you cannot see well toward the 
right or left even’in daylight. 

Vitamin A is one of the vitamins 
needed for growth, and for healthy 
bones, nerves and teeth. This vita-

MOSCOW, Oct. 1 (AP).—Where 
a year ago barricades of steel 
rails ‘and earthworks were put up 
against a German advance * 
ing close to Moscow there are in 
Ithe streets of the capital today 
great piles of logs, to be used as 
fuel in the coming winter, The 
woodpiles are being stacked by 
— aap Raerie tage Apa con- 
stitute the capital's labor front.” 

Already there is frost in the 

night air and winter ‘soon will be 
on the city. 
* The labor front was recruited 
under a decree last Feb. 13 author- 
izing the Government to mobilize 
able-bodied men and women with 
no children less than 8 years old 
for war industry services. These 
include supplying fuel. 

Another Kremlin edict last April 
17 called up men between the ages 
of 14 and 55 and women from 14 
to 50 for farm work. Thousands 
more were mobilized to cut and 
haul wood. As a result there was 
a tremendous exodus to the coun- 
try of city residents carrying knap- 
sacks, saws and axes. 

In forests for 200 miles about 
Moscow these recruits were 4as- 
signed to cut two cubic meters of 
wood a day during the periods of 
mobilization, running up to four 
months. A cord of wood is 3.6 


Altogether perhaps 100,000 house- 
wives, students and others not en- 
in war work joined the 

labor front. A like number left 
jobs where they could be spared in 
factories, offices, schools and hos- 
pitals to work on the woodpiles. 
As many as 20,000 others gave up 


their Sunday free days to work 


along the Moscow River unload- 
ing barges bringing wood from 
the forests. 


Street cars, busses and trucks 
carried logs through the city to 
the growing piles. One of the 
largest of these, more than 50 feet 
long, is stacked in front of the 
Palace of the Soviets whith is be- 
ing dismantled to provide steel 
for the fighting front. 

The woodpiles are only one sign 
of Moscow’s preparations for win- 
ter. +

TO A LONG DEFENSIVE WAR) 


= German Listeners Disappointed in Cautious 
Address, Which Laid Greater Emphasis on 
Nazi Preparations for Allied Invasion Than 


on Own Aggressive 


Plans.

ESPITE the brilliant irony with which Adolf Hitler punctuated 
D his remarks in the Berlin Sportpalast last night, his audience, 

according to reports reaching here today, was slightly disap- 
pointed at the speech’s content. His hearers had expected much 
more sensational disclosures as Hitler had returned especially from 
nis headquarters for the occasion—the opening of this year’s winter 
relief campaign—and was speaking so soon after Foreign Minister 
Joachim von Ribbentrop’s exhaustive review of the situation. 


In particular the details of the 
Germans’ Russian losses were 
awaited. At last year’s opening 
of the relief drive Hitler used 
the occasion to give an impres- 
sive list of booty and prisoners 
captured, beside which the insig- 
nificant figure of Nazi casualties 
paled. Moreover, he announced 
that Russia already was broken 
and would never rise again. 

No such bracing boasts came 
from Hitler, this year. Instead, 
listeners got the not exactly pal- 
stable impression that he was re- 
nouncing blitz tactics in favor of 
a long defensive war. 

Goering Not Present. 

Berlin reports indicate that the 
demonstration was staged with 
the usual customary Nazi love of 
dramatic effect. Present was the 
most popular man in the Reich, 
after Der Fuehrer, Gen. Field 
Marshal Erwin Rommel, the Lib- 
yan victor, who was accompanied 
by a galaxy of Nazi notables such 
as Propaganda Minister Joseph 
Goebbels, Gestapo Chief Heinrich 
Himmler and Chief of the General 
Staff Gen. Wilhelm von Keitel. 
Reichsmarshal Hermann Goering 
seemed strangely absent. 

Particularly impressive was Hit- 
ler’s entry. At 6 o’clock last night, 
when the proceedifgs were timed 
to begin, he was not there, In- 
stead Goebbels held the fort with 
a long, dull speech. When he 
finished there was a pause of sev- 
eral minutes, charged with elec- 
tricity. Then the band struck up 
and the great man made his entry 
amidst fanatical applause. His 
subsequent speech came somewhat 
as an anti-climax. 


Speech Unusually Modest. 

The speech was strikingly cau- 
tious and, for Hitler,. unusually 
modest. It contained practically 
no boast beyond the certainty of 
Stalingrad’s fall. 

As a shrewd diplomat today put 
it to this correspondent: “The 
Allies’ war history may be a se- 
ries of initial defeats and that of 
the Axis a series of victories, but 
surely statements of Nazi leaders 
are a series of retreats from their 
first boastful optimism.” 

Another much noticed point in 
Hitler’s speech is its confirmation 
of Ribbentrop’s Sunday suggestion 
that the Nazis may be changing 
from their blitz offensive to an 
active defensive. Hitler conspicu- 
ously stressed the need to hold and 
exploit conquests, neglecting the 
necessity to smash the Allies. Fur- 
thermore, he laid far greater em- 
phasis on his preparedness for 
Allied invasion than on his own 
aggressive plans. 

If Hitler's words are to be taken 
at face value, observers here be- 
lieve that the Nazis are now plan- 
ning to consolidate their conquests 
into an impregnable, self-support- 
ing fortress from which they can 
strike with U-boats and the Luft- 
waffe at their enemies. It’ should 
not, however, be forgotten that 
Hitler sometimes intentionally 
gives the outside world a false im- 
Pression of his tactics. 

Meanwhile, the German people 
are commencing their fourth war 
winter with the prospect of a long 
defensive war. 


ONE MORE ALL-OUT 
TRY IN EAST LIKELY

LONDON, Oct. 1 (AP).—Com- 
petent observers today interpreted 
Adolf Hitler’s speech as meaning 
that the Germans would make one 
more all-out attempt to take Stal- 
ingrad and the Grozny oil fields 
and then stabilize the front for 
the winter. 

These observers expressed belief 
that Hitler had already started 
Withdrawing troops from inactive 


_ nes of the east to reinforce Mar-

shal Rommel in Africa and the 
forces holding Italy, France and 
Norway against the prospect of an 
Allied second front.

However, while there can be no 
question of Hitler’s intention to 
resume his aerial hymn of hate 
there is considerable doubt how far 
he will be able to carry out his 
plans. He no longer is the mighty 
man he was before he tangled with 
the unconquerable Russians. 


He can’t just say as of old, “Let 
Britain be bombed,” and know 
that his genie has done the job. 


Hitler’s ability to conduct fur- 
ther wholesale bombings of Britain 
is contingent on several important 
things. One of them is whether 
the Allies open up that second 
front about which he has shown 
by deed and word that he is wor- 
ried. , 

His declaration yesterday that 
he is ready to meet such an of- 
fensive is at least partly true, for 
his defensive preparations in West- 
ern Europe have been obvious. 
Should such an Allied operation 
eventuate, the all-highest might 
find himself far too busy meeting 
it to permit of bombing Britain. 


At the moment, of course, he is 
fully preoccupied with his thus far 
unsuccessful effort to annihilate 
the Russian army of the south. 

For months the German efforts 
against Britain have been confined 
largely to nuisance raids. Still, 
Britain anticipates that such a 
comparatively quiet condition won't 
continue indefinitely. 


Tied Up in Russia Now. 

At present, virtually all Hitler’s 
air power, apart from _ essential 
home defense, is engaged in his 
now-or-never assault on Stalingrad 
and the Caucasus. One wouldn't 
expect him to withdraw any of his 
strength for some weeks yet until 
he achieves all he can before win- 
ter calls a halt. However, once the 
Caucasus show slows down, the 
Nazi chief will be able to with- 
draw a large part of his air fleet. 

Whither then? 

Well, it strikes me that. he will 
be faced with numerous difficult 
problems which are developing. ¢ 

In the first place, his air force 
is no longer the great weapon with 
which he started the war. He is 
short of planes, pilots, oil and gaso- 
line. His first-line “~plapes have 
been and still are undergoing ter- 
rific wear and tear at Stalingrad. 
Before undertaking any wholesale 
bombing of Britain, or any other 
extended engagement, his air force 
must go in for a thorough over- 
hauling, and that will take time. 


Allied Strength Growing. 

Meanwhile, British-American air 
strength in the British Isles is 
steadily growing. The Allies have 
superiority in the air over Western 
Europe and are reaching for abso- 
lute supremacy. Ground defenses 
of the- isles also have been vastly 
strengthened. 

Hitler might decide to throw his 
strength into his now stationary 
offensive against Egypt. He might 
try to reach the Middle Hast by 
using his air force against Syria, 
by-passing Turkey. And there are 
other possibilities. 

On the question of a second 
front the British public is experi- 
encing a lively hunch that the

Teamwork Rule 
On Submarine 


Every Man Is an Ex- 
pert at His Job 
Through Continual 
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Drills. 
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By ALLEN RAYMOND 
FIRST OF A SERIES. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 1. 
FFICERS and crews of United 
() sates Navy submarines, still 
in training in coastal waters 
near home before taking their 
places on war patrols around the 
world, have a morale today that 
can only be described,as cocky, 
belligerent and anxious for action, 
Reports coming back from Amer- 
ican submarine commanders in 
distant waters and news com- 
muniques given to the press by 
the Navy Department have whet- 
ted the thirst of submarines at 
home to get in action. 
I could see that submarining is 
teamwork to the nth degree, with 


the personality and prestige of the 
commanding officer the predomi- 
nant factor in making a submarine 
crew an efficient fighting unit.. I 
could see that this caprain and 
crew were supremely confident 
that American submarines are the 
best in the world and that once 
these men got into action they 
were going to make their contribu- 
tion toward this country’s victory. 


Landlubber’s View. 

My approach to a voyage if a 
submarine was that of a landlub- 
ber, who had heard principally of 
such submarine accidents as that 
of the Squalus, in which men were 
lost while submerged. I had heard 
a submarine described as “a length 
of sewer pipe, plugged at both 
ends” and stories of the discom- 
forts of large crews, packed into 
small quarters, traveling sub- 
merged by day, riding the surface 
at night, dodging depth bombs and 
only occasionally fighting desper- 
ate, life-and-death actions against 
enemy warships. 

From my visit with the Navy 
submarine men a new conception 
of the craft emerged. Our. subs 
certainly are packed with men, 
munitions and supplies, jammed 
into so small a space that every 
inch within the hull counts. -They 
are such tight quarters that of- 
ficers and men have to develop a 
capacity for living with one an- 
other with mutual ‘consideration 
and respect. 

As an electrician aboard my sub- 
marine said: “If a man can’t get 
along with the rest of the crew he 
pretty soon gets transferred some- 
where else.” 

But every man aboard is a skilled 
craftsman and technician. All have 
several duties rather than a sin- 
a job, so they have to be versa- 
tile. 


Comfort Keeps Up Morale. 
Every effort apparently had been 
made by the Navy to build into 
American submarines the maxi- 
mum in comfort, for the sake of 
the men’s morale; to provide the 
best food possible, and to enable 
the American submarine sailor to 
keep himself and his clothing clean 
to an extent far beyond the facil- 
ities provided in any other navy. 
It was nearly lunch time when I 
boarded the training submarine, 
and after an hour on the tiny con- 
ning-tower bridge, breasting out 
through salt sprays to the open 
sea, I went down to the officers’

With utter frankness, Secretary of War Stim- 
son told reporters as long ago as last July: “We 
never had a great war in which we didn’t call up 
both these classes (childless married men and 18-19- 
year-olds), I think that eventually it will be neces- 
sary to lower the age limit to 18.” Maj. Gen. Hershey, 
Selective Service head, told the press the same thing 
in August and said to a House Committee a few days 


| ago: “Unitess the drafting of youths of 18 and 19 


is started very soon, it will be necessary to induct 
a million or a million and a half married men.” 

A look at the record discloses that the administra- 
tion and Congress have played political ball with 
this issue, determined to stave off a decision until 
after election. The House and Senate Military Af- 
fairs committees, both overwhelmingly Democratic, 
chose to stall on bills for calling these youths of 18 
and 19. With great pomposity, they decided that 
formal reports on the subject would have to be had 
from the War and Navy department and Selective 
Service, although it is well known they all favor 
taking these youths. According to a Post-Dispatch 
Washington correspondent’s story, it also was ar- 
ranged that these recommendations would “have to 
run a time-consuming gantlet at the Bureau of the 
Budget, which is one of the synonyms for President 
Roosevelt.” The President was evasive at a press 
conference, saying he didn’t think it was necessary 
to draft the 18s and 19s before Jan. 1. 

All this is merely a shoddy attempt to deceive the 
people into thinking that the 18s and 19s are not 
going to be called. But it is failing, since most 
persons realize that these youths will have to go 
just as they have in every major war because, with 
training, they make the best soldiers of all. With 
physical vigor at peak, high spirits; reflexes readily 
adjusted and minds quick to absorb instruction, they 
are the cream of the manpower crop. Military history 
proves it. Boys in their teens are said to have won 
the Civil War. The Marines of World War I ranks 
averaged under 20. And if anyone doubts that the 
present generation of American youth is as ad- 
venturous as its forebears were, the “devil dogs” 
who beat the Japs in the Solomons averaged 19 
years of age. 

Military analysts and reporters have pointed out 
that the German Army is a youthful one, that the 
soldiers who poured through France were in their 
teens and early 20s, with even officers of field grade 
well under 30. Youths of 18 to 21 are valuable as 
the spark plug of the war machine that has to be 
created if this war is to be won. Everyone but 
the politicians admits that. A look at the recruiting 
posters and associated literature of the Army, Navy, 
Marines, Coast Guard and Merchant Marine shows 
they all want youths of 18 and 19. . 

Senator Gurney, nine months in France in World 
War I, and with two sons, 18 and 19, already en- 
listed, recently said: “My inspection (a 7000-mile 
tour of Army camps) convinced me that the average 
age of our combat troops is too high for an aggres- 
sive force, though it would be all right for defense. 


He introduced a bill to draft registrants of 18: 


and 19.” 

But Senator Bilbo and some of his ilk declare that 
the mere idea of sending “tender boys into combat is 
abhorrent.” It is abhorrent to send anyone to war, 
but it has to be done. Forgetting the military 
viewpoint, and looking at it socfologically, is it not 
better to send a youth of 18 or 19, who has few if 
any home responsibilities and has not even acquired 
a trade or a profession, than it is to send an older 
man and break up a home? 

Already, these exempted youths have lost valuable 
time in acquiring the military training they need be- 
fore they fight. The nation has been deprived of 
their services and they have lost the opportunity 
they would have had to progress from rookies to 
hardened soldiers and skilled officers. Let’s forget 
politics and tap this reservoir of 2,300,000 youths 
who can put the highest fighting power into our 
Army.

But isn’t it 
fine and heart-warming that China’s ruler, beset as 
he is by the almost intolerable burdens of a des- 
perate war, should take time out to show by this 
handsome personal gift his loyalty and his grati- 
tude to an individual? . 

Mr. Powell suffered physical, as well as mental 
torture, for his friendship with the Chinese. Because 
he resisted Japanese aggression so stoutly in the 
China Weekly Review, Powell wag a marked man 
to the vindictive Japs.

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DEMOCRACY IN CARUTHERSVILLE. 

A rostér of the community’s men in military serv- 
ice is displayed on the Courthouse lawn at Caruthers- 
ville, Mo., but it is an incomplete list.. Only the 
names of white soldiers and sailors are included. 

It was originally proposed to post the names of 
Negroes, also, but on a separate panel at the bottom 
of the board, Negro organizations objected to this 
arrangement.

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A FIGHTING FLYER’S VIEWS ON THE WAR. 

Lieut. Com. John 8. Thach of the United States 
Navy is a fighter of extraordinary courage and un- 
usual ability, as shown by the three decorations he 
won as a fighter plane squadron Jeader against the 
Japs. One of his citations credits him with creating 
“a unique system of fighting plane combat teams” 
which played an important part in the victory at 
Midway. Obviously, he is a veteran of aerial battle 
whose experiences, opinions and theories are well 
worth heeding. 

In rebuttal of some of the air extremists such as 
Maj. de Seversky and William B. Ziff, authors of 
popular sellers on how to win the war by air power 
alone, Thach says, “A popular theory is being passed 
around that we can win this war in an easy way, 
get something fof nothing by building colossal 
bombers” and using them as a striking force with- 
out fighter protection against distant and “obscure 
targets.” Thach, as a fighting man who has come 
up against the cold realities, thinks that it will 
take more real fighting—and not just bombing a la 
wishful thinker-style—to win the war. He has no 
illusions, 

This fighting airman again hits the air extremists, 
and Maj. de Seversky in particular, when he denies 
that aircraft carriers are obsolete, As he expresses 
it: “With a couple of dozen aircraft carriers and 
supporting task force units and with enough Marines 
‘to carry out landings, I’m convinced we can cut a 
path across the Pacific—and cut it quickly—right 
to Japan.”

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THE FARM BLOC SURRENDERS.

NDIA is the most urgent problem that 

will face the House of Commons when it 

meets. It cannot permit this dangerous 
and disgraceful situation to continue with- 
out making a further effort to find a solu- 
tion. 

First, it needs information, The Govern- 
ment should issue a White Paper stating 
the real extent of the damage and trouble 
in India, what ordinances are in force, how 
far such ordinances as the whipping order 
have been applied and how many have been 
“detained,” with and without trial. 

The House must also be informed what 
response the British Government has made 
to the efforts of responsible persons in 
India, who continue to protest their belief 
that a National Government to defend 
India can still be created. 

The complete skepticism with which we 
have regarded the news from India is justi- 
fied by a telegram from Stuart Emeny in 
the London News Chronicle, He dwells on 
the immense damage, running into millions, 
done to Government buildings, and makes 
it clear that the effect on the war machine 
has been serious. 

Groups more violent than the Congress 
party have had a hand in organizing the 
fiercer of these outbreaks, but the impres- 
sion we derive from the scanty news, sifted 
and censored though it is, is that a great 
part of the Indian population is rapidly be- 
coming as angry with Britain as the Japa- 
nese would wish it to he.

“The Role of the Races in Our Future Civilization,” 
A Symposium by Pearl 8. Buck and 33 Othe 
Writers. (League for Industrial Democracy, New 
York.) 


OW that India is the focal point of the 

World War, a pamphlet like this is im⸗ 
portant. We have to review our inherited 
opinions in regard to the matter of race. 

When the Japanese get into the World 
War and with home-made appliances drive 
the British Empire and the Dutch Empire 
out of their “impregnable” fortresses, we 
have to scrap the idea that pigmented skins 
imply military inferiority. 

The colored races far exceed the white 
races in number. For the first time in his 
tory, the most superior branch of the sw 
perior race has taken an awful defeat from 
a colored race. So, to save the world from 
what may develop into a contest across race 
lines, the present war must be fought across 
economic class lines, Only in this way can 
it be brought to an early close with stable 
democratic peace to follow.

F SACRIFICES ARE 
FAR, SAYS DAV 


Small Businessmen Will- 
ing to Do Their Share, 
but Criticise Methods, 
He Tells Senators. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1 (AP).— 
_ Elmer Davis, director of the Office 
of War Information, today told 
Senators investigating the plight of 
war-distressed small businessmen 
that national morale would take 


care of itself “if everybody gets an 
even break.” 

Further, he told the Senate 
Small Business Committee, the peo- 
ple should be told, within the lim- 
itations of military security, “where 
we are going, how we are going in 
‘this: war and the general objec- 
tives of the struggle.” 

He said the American public was 
vitally interested in seeing that 
‘sacrifices “are distributed equit- 
‘ably,” and knowing why sacrifices 
are necessary. 

“Small businessmen seem ready 
to make their share of sacrifices 
but are critical of the Government 
methods involved in the imposition 
upon them of those sacrifices,” Da- 
vis testified. “It is the mode of 
application of Government policies 
requiring sacrifice rather than the 
implied sacrifice itself which 
causes complaint among many 
small businessmen.” 

Davis pictured the small manu- 
facturer, retailer and other busi- 
nessmen as “bewildered by the 
complexity and apparent contra- 
dictions” of price-fixing, rationing 
and other wartime regulations. 

This attitude, he observed, “par- 
allels the general public’s dispo- 
sition towards certain aspects of 
the Government’s information pol- 
icy.” 

Boom in War Plant Areas. 

Davis’s report, which he said 
Was based on information from 
business experts in Federal] 
agencies and from hundreds of in- 
terviews, showed’ that “by and 
large” most small businessmen in 
war production areas are sharing 
“a boom” while in areas where the 
war exodus is marked “there is a 
serious loss of retail patronage and 
of employes which most retailers 
are too weak to stand for a pro- 
tracted period.” 

“A further decrease,” he said, 
“may reasonably be expected in the 
forthcoming year as more small 
retailers are affected by short- 
ages.” 

Davis asserted that most small 
businessmen appeared to be exert- 
ing considerable effort to conform 
with Government regulations” as 
far as they are able to comprehend 
them,” and added: 

“There emerges from the con- 
fusion, however, the prevailing 
opinion that price-fixing is a good 
thing, not only for the customer 
but for them. Had it not been for 
price-fixing regulations, they fre- 
quently state, there would have 
been a runaway market which 
would have ruined many small re- 
tail businesses.® 

Unequal to Accounting Job. | 

Small wholesalers, brokers and 
service establishment operators, he 
said, generally have “the same eag- 
erness to co-operate, the same mis- 
understanding of the rules and the 
same unwillingness to believe so 
many rules necessary,” as the 
smal] manufacturers and retailers. 

Many, Davis asserted, are un- 
equal to the bookkeeping required 
by the regulations because of 
“sheer lack of ability and experi- 
ence.” . 

“They seem ready to make their 
share of sacrifices,” he said, “but ‘

AN EXCELLENT EXERCISE FOR STRENGTHENING SHOULDER, BACK 
AND ABDOMINAL MUSCLES, 


OR girls and women who are 
F in fairly normal health, but 

who need a little exercise to 
keep them feeling tops, here is a 
routine of four movements which 
not only help to refashion the 
body prettily, but also increase 
one’s energy and beauty supris- 
ingly, if done every day—prefer- 


ably before breakfast. 


Lie down on the floor on a 
folded blanket — legs straight, 
heels pointing, hands locked be- 
hind head. Bend right knee, 
Bring it up to touch left elbow 


which you bend forward. This 


requires gradual stretching so do

Return to 
relaxed position and then bring 
up left knee to touch right elbow.

Exercise Three: Stand in good 
posture, your head well back,

most cases after a trial he is dis- 
appointed, then he hears of some- 
thing else, is blown up with hope 
nd the dreary round begins again. 

It. is well for every sufferer to 
remember the sound advice which 
the Committee of the American 
Rheumatism Association has is- 
sued in its primer on arthritis, as 
quoted in this column the last two 
days, to the effect that certain 
general principles of treatment 
should always be observed and are 
of indispensable importance. If 
they: are being observed, it will do 
no harm to try other less proved 
treatments that do not interfere 
with fundamental requirements. 

These fundamentals are, no mat- 
ter what type of arthritis is pres- 
ent: 


(1) Rest—general, of the whole 


(2). Improvement of the gen- 
eral health of the whole person: 
treatment of anemia by iron or 
transfusion, of malnutrition if it 
exists, of overweight if it exists, 
of vitamin deficiency if it exists, 
of focal infection if it exists, of di- 
gestive disturbance if it exists, etc,

THIS DOES NOT mean that any 
of these are causative of the arth- 
ritis, but that sinee the general 
health of the arthritic is less ro- 
bust than of the average person, 
more than average attention should 
be paid to its improvement. Thus 
under focal infection the commit- 
tee says: “The patient with rheu- 
matoid arthritis has as much right 
to the removal or treatment of ab- 
scessed teeth, diseased tonsils, or 
sinus infection, as any other per- 
son under the care of a physician.

There was nothing unusual or 
difficult about East’s opening bid 
or South’s one spade overcall, but 
I fear that many players would 
not know just what to do with 
North’s hand. His actual re 
sponse was eminently correct, but 
it ig to be doubted that anyone 
but an expert would make that 
call. The average player would 
not even consider it; he would 
feel that a mere Q 7 3 of trumps 
was not nearly sufficient for a 
double raise; hence would flounder 
around and choose an inadequate 
single raise, or a misleading two 
heart takeout, or a dangerous no. 
trump call. 


While it is perfectly true that 
the double iaise of an opening 
bid should definitely include four 
trumps, this provision is not nec- 
essary in the case of an over- 
call. An opening bid may well be 
based on a four card suit and a 
total trick-taking capacity of as 
few as four tricks. A vulnerable 
overcall, however, even at the one 
level, shows the ability to take no 
fewer than five tricks. Moreover, 
the mere fact that a player has 
selected a vulnerable overcall 
rather than a takeout double, vir- 
tually guarantees that he has a 
five card or longer suit. Hence, 
insofar as trumps are concerned, 
the responder has greater latitude 
than if his partner’s call was an 
original bid. With this particular 
hand North should feel, the mo- 
ment he hears his partner’s vul- 
nerable spade overcall, that there 
is a game in the hand and he 
should take the proper steps to 
reach that game.
